The Virgin Man contains a good farcical 
idea, but it needs an elaboration and a 
variation of the situations which ensue. 
Having planted their virgin man, an un- 
sophisticated and clean-minded college 
freshman, in the midst of three of 72d 
street’s most unscrupulous and attractive 
maidens, the authors have a world of 
opportunity open to them. They made 
small use of it, as the play stood at the 
premiere, but the piece is not beyond 
being built up. 

One after another, again and again, the 
young “ladies” practice their wiles on 
poor Hughie and do their best to seduce 
him. There is too much repetition of 
method and situation, too few original 
and surprise twists. The play does not 
get anywhere and fails to get the laughs 
that jt would seem to deserve at the out- 
set 

The “dumb-bell” role of Hughie is not 
an easy one to play, but Don Dillaway 
surmounts it with his fresh youth and 
personality, calling breeding to his aid. 
Dorothy Hall, Virginia Smith and Betty 
Alden have the necessary sex qualifica- 
tions and plug the spice that is in the 
piece. Joseph Baird, Paul Clare and 
Charles Horn handle the less important 
roles well enough, if not with particular 
distitiction, and William Francis Dugan 
has directed the cast along standard 
comedy lines. The single setting serves 
its purpose and is not too hard on the 
eyes.

Native American to the core, The 
Barker is a highly interesting and pic- 
turesque play. It swells the honor ranks 
of aboriginal playwrights by one more 
name—that of Kenyon Nicholson, as- 
sistant to Hatcher Hughes in the drama 
courses at Columbia University. 

Nicholson’s practical application of his 
dramatic theories has not turned out a 
perfect work by any means, but it is 
certainly an example that fully sub- 
stantiates him. If the piece does not 


quite measure up to Broadway, that 
other absorbing drama of show life, it 
is not too far behind. 

Whereas the earlier success pictures 
with startling reality and keenest truth 
the innards of vaudeville and night 
clubs, The Barker is set forth in the 
pungent atmosmhere of the midway aid 
life under canvas. How deeply honest it 
is to our carnival world i: better left to 
the authoritative op‘nion of the carnival 
folks themselves, many of whom have 
alr'ady expressed to The Billboard their 
desire to personally pass judgment upon 
this phase of the play 

Whatever their verdict, however, the 
average metropolitan playgoer will find 
the colorfulness of the piece most 
fa cinating in its graphic detail of 
Colonel Gowdy's Big City Shows, “on the 
lot” in the Middle “Western “hick” 
stands of Illinois, with its gaudy banner 
fronts, its enticing ballyhoo, Hawaiian 
show, snake charmer, tattoo artist, for- 
tune teller, carousel, shooting galleries, 
monkey speedway and other off-stage 
suggestions of concessions, game de- 
vices and rides. For one outside the 
game, Nicholson shows remarkable mas- 
tery of the vernacular. He has been care- 
ful in his dialog to use only such terms 
as are self-evident in meaning, and at 
the same time he has avoided trite slang 
and expressions. The greatest strength 
of his play, perhaps, lies in'the seeming 
originality of the latter with such highly 
amusing lines as “Them eyes of yours 
could draw ducks off a pond”, “We're 
hooked up as tight as if we'd had a 
strip-carpet wedding in a_ six-story 
church”, or, as a sneer at adolescence, 
“To drink that stuff you got to have a 
sweetheart or a mustache”. To quote 
these few examples from the dialog is not 
to rob the show one whit for it is full of 
such Americanisms. 

The plot which is mingled in this vivid 
background is absorbing for the first 
two acts but weakens a bit toward the 
end. This undoubtedly will be remedied 
in due time. At the premiere the climax 
of act two was so strong that the final 
chapter seemed to take a bad slump. Yet 
Nicholson has worked out his. story 
in what seems to be the only logical 
way. An increase in pace, a cutting of 
filler and the substitution of something 
that will build up the conviction of that 
Overpowering love for the show game 
which draws the barker back to his 
ballyhoo despite his personal anguish, 
may enable the producers to keep up the 
pitch to the real tag. The whole piece 
is obvious in advance of itself as it 
progresses and, altho that is no fault 
in the type of play it is, it must be kept 
up to the scratch of interest every 
minute. 


It is up to the author and the di- 
rector to build up the barker’s scenes 
in the last half of the play. Walter 
Huston cannot be accused of not doing 
his share, except in matter of pace. He 
gives a living performance thruout and 
successfully portrays the opposing forces 
in the character's nature, now paternal, 
now the hard-boiled trouper, always the 
showman. The art of the ballyhoo is in 
his every word and action.! As he says, 
“When you ballyhoo, you got to tell 
the world”, and he certainly fulfills the 
requirement. Many a real carnival show 
would be glad to have him. 

As the barker’s young son who shows 
up on the lot and wants to be taken on 
during his summer holidays from school, 
Norman Foster supplies the charm of 
clean-cut, unsophisticated and quite nat- 
urally susceptible youth. He wins the 
audience from the start and holds the 
feeling thruout. Altho his Chris Miller 
turns out to be astonishingly broad- 
minded in never allowing his love to 
waver, even after Lou has confessed that 
she has been the property of many men 
before she became his, Foster’s perform- 
ance is so convincing that you are hardly 
aware of the incongruities. 

The lady that’s known as Lou is 
ideally cast in Claudette Colbert, who can 
be about as seductive, without being of- 
fensive or ridiculous or any the less 
of a sympathetic lead, as any young 
actress on the Broadway stage today. Her 
perfectly controlled sensual qualities are 
not her only attributes, either. She is as 
fully capable in every requirement. 

Eleanor W. Williams would strengthen 
her playing of Carrie, the shredded- 
wheat dancer, if she hardened her voice 
just a little and were not quite so much 
of a martyr. She does rather well with 


the scene in which she becomes the 
crazed revengeful woman after she has 
been thrown over by the barker, who has 
become impressed with the example he 
must set his son. That emotional bit 
might well have been made cheaply 
melodramatic by a less artful player than 
Miss Williams. 

The rest of the cast are not as es- 
sential to the story as they are to the 
picture of carnival show life, both front 
and back side, glamorous and tawdry. 
Al Roberts’ raspy voice and keen sense 
of character comedy is particularly well 
suited to the part of the ticket taker 
and general handy man. George W. 
3arbier is as picturesque as one could 
imagine Colonel Gowdy, proprietor of 
the show. John Irwin gets a laugh out of 
every line and makes an outstanding 
personal hit in the small part of Sailor 
West, the loquacious tattoo = artist.

She has 
spared neither time nor expense in its 
staging, and has taken great pains in 
its casting However, it falls far short 
of ber earlier play in popular appeal. 

Every detail of the production con- 
vinces one that Miss Nichols was cere 


tain she had a worth-while play; one 
that would appeal to press and public 
as having genuine dramatic qualities. 
She has done everything possible to 
fulfill her hopes, but the trouble lies 
not with Miss Nichols but with the play 
itself. 

Sam Abramovitch is hopelessly 
preachy and overpoetic in dialog. It is 
Seldom the leading characters speak 
without going into a detailed discourse 
on the down-trodden poor, the hard- 
hearted rich, and very often on even 
more complicated economic problems. {1 
is impossible to determine how much of 
Francois Porche has been taken literally 
by Charlton Andrews in his adaptation, 
but it does seem that a far more force- 
ful piece of work could have been built 
from the material at hand. 

Little better could be asked in the way 
of casts. Pedro de Cordoba, 4n the title 
role, gives a beautiful and touching per- 
formance as the tragedy-ridden, idealistic 
immigrant. Every line he speaks shows 
careful study and every gesture serious 
thought. The pity is that such a per- 
formance should be wasted on such lines. 
Mary Fowler, as the young and equally 
idealistic wife, is effective, too, especially 
in the love scenes with de Cordoba— 
these are gems of tenderness. 

Lee Koh!lmar has the bulk of the com- 
edy situations on his shoulders and is 
fully capable of carrying the burden. In 
two instances he shows a tendency to 
overdo—a situation that can be under- 
stood considering some of the burlesque 
comedy lines that have been allotted him. 
Richard Abbott, as Sam's coidealist, 
who turns out a Judas, is hardly effec- 
tive in the part and does not impress 
one as a character in whom that all-be- 
lieving immigrant would place any con- 
fidence. Ruth Chorpenning, in the role 
of the middle-aged aunt, is convincing in 
what little she has to do in the first act 
and the text would leave the audience to 
believe that more would be seen of tr 
later—however, the author or adapter 
has evidently overlooked her in the 
myriad of characters that overrun the 
play, and no further mention of her ts 
tMmade after the opening scene Ains- 
worth Drake, as the cold, gruff professor, 
more resembles an irate, musical-comedy 
father. 

The balance of the cast of 45 charac- 
ters are well chosen for their bits—those 
in the scene at Ellis Island being part'cu- 
larly effective. The fact is, that the 
few imperfections in casting can be 
readily overlooked—but the innane Poly- 
anna theme with so many banal epi- 
Zrams and bits of philosophizing gener- 
ously scattered thru it ‘completely over- 
shadows and practically erases the sin- 
cere intentions and hopes of the pro- 
ducer. 

August Vimnera has contributed seven 
excellent settings. The stacing of the 
entire production by Ctifford Brooke is 
well done and Werner Janssen’s musical 
setting a thing of beauty.

"Tis said that the third try never fails. 
However, Lady Alone does not promise 
to serve Alice Brady much better than 
her other two vehicles of earlier in the 
season. It provides her with opportuni-y 
for her favorite emotions, but does so in 
a dull, rather common, rather silly way. 
Consequently, altho she fulfills the most 
profound sensibilities afforded her, noth- 
ing in the play seems to really matter. 

Nina Hopkins dies, a lady alone, of 
sleeping potion, sipped during the final 
scene as a rotter sits unconsciously by, 
sipping whisky and talking of Africa, 
also alone, instead of the long-awaited 
marriage. And hers is not the only heart 
that has been shattered all over the stage. 
There is a wake of suitors. Those who 
were not rotters to start with turn out 
to be before the final curtain or would 
if they had one more entrance. Even 
poor Nina suggests that she is something 
of a rotter. The tragedy is of the “what 
of it” sort. 

As to the dialog, it generally concerns 
itself with that highly original subject 
of shall we marry for money or love, 
it trys to be smart and social, it affects 
a sporting air, and it succeeds, abetted by 
the leisurely pace of the performance, in 
being tedious. Many of the characters 
are inconsequential and leave the im- 
pression of having wasted the players’ 
time, particularly in the case of Louise 
Galloway, who might just as well have 
stayed up at her Brookfield tearoom and 
left Aunt Virginia to a less skillful char- 
acter actress. Other meager roles occupy 
Lee Smith, Auriol Lee and Kirk Brown 
for little reason to themselves or the 
play. 

Joseph Kilgour proves himself a real 
artist by avoiding the almost unavoidable 
ridiculousness of a 60-year-old bill-and- 
coo lover and by accomplishing the pathos 
in his character, as the author intended 
but sketched with every danger of un- 
desired laughter. 

Edward H. Wever makes himself par- 
ticularly «likable as another of Nina's 
consorts and keeps the audience all for 
him until he finally has to turn out to be 
a cad, too. Austin Fairman does all that 
can be expected of him in the thankless 
role of the worst rotter of all and makes 
conceivable Nina’s blindness to the real 
character of his Craig. A small bit is 
scored to almost unanimous enthusiasm 
of the audience for the youthful Spencer 
Bentley in the part of a messenger boy, 
and William W. Crimans gets by nicely 
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with the role of a most unbelievable 
mortgage collector, William Leith assist- 
ing with little more than a walk-on. 

All of which brings us back to Alice 
Brady upon whose capable’ shoulders, 
this time fighting every inch, rests the 
burden that may well prove too much 
before she gets far into that season she 
has been so conscientiously trying to oc- 
cupy with a Lionel Atwill’s di- 
rection does not hinder her particularly, 
nor does it lend much aid. The rejuve- 
nated setting has been attractively ar- 
ranged and decorated by Rollo Wayne, 
providing plenty of room for the odd 
emotions and casting of hearts.

mind until it completely distorts it. Thru 
this very distortion he finds at last the 
happiness and peace which otherwise 


could not have been his.” 

In other words, Damn the Tears is ex- 
pressionism on a crutch. The excuse of 
insanity is offered as a temper to the 
radical technique which the author has 
so obviously desired to employ. The “dis- 
torted mind” element in this play, even 
tho it is based on a true story of a cer- 
tain great Harvard athlete, is just as 
weak as the “dream” has been to 
many more-conventional It is clear 
that the expressioni m came first and the 
plot based on the true story came second 
in the author's inspiration to write the 
play.

Ralph Morgan, in the principal role of 
the man whosee mind becomes so “dis- 
torted”, is on the stage the greater part 
of the entire performance, and gives an 
admirable interpretation of what the 
author has apparently desired. His re- 
straint, his delicacy and his understand- 
ing do much for the play. Little may be 
said of the rest of the cast, for in- 
dividually they have little to do.

Value of Pay-or-Play Contract 


Dow Booking Office Losing Houses Because of Retention of Old 
Form of Agreement Permitting Cancellation of Artiste 
Without Redress 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Proof that 


independent vaudeville managers and 


theater owners are recognizing more readily the value of the pay-or-play contract 
used by a! minority in this field, was marked last week with striking new changes 
in the complexion of booking connections. As a result, the largest part of the 


best houses on the A. & Dow books 


have gone to either Markus or Linder. 


The Dow office ow long been known as a user of the old form of contract 


under which the Manager can cancel an 
act after the first performance without 
any redress to the artiste thru the Vaude-* 
ville Managers’ Protective Association. 

Markus has obtained the booking con- 
tract for the United Theater, Westerly, 
R. I.; the Capitol, Middletown, Conn., 
and the Strand, Norwalk, Conn., all split- 
weeks formerly handled by the Dow office. 
Marvus-booked shows go into’ these 
stands this week. 

The Dow houses obtained by Linder 
are the Stroud, Stroudsburg, Pa., which 
he begins booking this week, and the two 
Cohen houses in Newburg and Pough- 
keepsie, old Dow standbys, which Marcus 
has already started handling. <All these 
theaters play split-week bills. 

Their exit from the Dow office leaves 
this agency with the Ten Eyck, Trenton, 
N. J.; Globe, Bethlehem, Pa., and the 
Willis Avenue, New York, as its only 
important split-week stands. 

Markus, Linder and Arthur Fisher, all 
of whom use the pay-or-play contract and 
will recite numerous instances where 
they have compelled managers to abide 
by its stipulations concerning cancellae- 
tion, as a result of the changes in the 
booking field, are now leading it by a 
wide margin. 

They attribute their advance in this 
respect to their use of the pay-or-play 
contract, which protects both manager 
and artiste. The result is reputable man- 
agers, mindful of the good features of 
the approved V. M. P. A. form of con- 
tract, are tired of doing business under 
the old methods, and artistes, often stung 
by being canceled under the old con- 
tracts, are also tired 

Pat Casey, head of the V. M. P. A,, 
has long fought for a cleanup in the 
independent field, attacking agencies not 
using the pay-or-play contract, but has 
found his campaigns without the proper 
effect because of the fact artistes sign 
contracts without looking to see whether 
they are pay-or-play and take the chance 
of getting “stuck’’ by not making it 
their ‘business to book only with such 
agents approved by the V. M. P. A. 

The number of houses over that of

The closing 
bit is a human pyramid, in which one of the girls is held by a rope around her 
neck, while the other members hold and balance in al! directions around her. 

Carr Lynn justifies his billing in presenting “Something Original’. Lynn 
is a Scotchman, who opens with farm-yard imitations and follows with grunts and 
howls associated with a menagerie, the while he jokes and begs the audience to re- 
frain from applauding. His radio and cats’ trysting-place bits were clever, and his 
item, showing the little boy and the buzzing bee. was extra good. He tells an inter- 
national joke as to who won the war, which collects many laughs, and his appear- 
ance here can be registered as successful. He is original and knows entertainment 
values well. 

High Art, programed as an “Exquisite Cameo”, is one of the biggest 
flashes seen for some time at this house. The fact that J. J. Hughes is responsible 
for the staging is evident thruout, and the stepping of the six Adelaide and Hughes 
Girls is pleasing. The sextet of girls, included in this number, is the nearest ap- 
proach to the Tiller standard that has come under our notice. There is individ- 
vality in the movements, yet the ensemble works like perfect precision. 
Walter and Elizabeth Reddick are a pair of nimble and graceful dancers, 
while a dash of acrobatics by the brother is well offered. Agnes Leonard and 
Gordon Bennet essay the vocal roles, but their contributions did not reach any 
great height. The Peacock Dance was excellent and the military number by 
the sextet carried chief honors of this beautiful staging. Miss Hasoutra, the 
“Gold Idol Come To Life”, gave a superb display of exotic stepping. 

Helen Morgan, late prima donna of George White’s “Scandals”, made 
her vaudeville debut, and the event is indeed one of .distinction. She is a 
valvable addition to the ranks, and her work proved her right to stellar honors, 
Her songs were given with an ease and self-assurance that brought the audi- 
ence to her feet. It was not the words or the melody that attracted, it was 
Helen Morgan personally. She is an artiste to her finger tips—her charm and 
talent were pleasingly blended on her initial appearance—and, with the able 
assistance of Joe Santley at the piano, this act swept everything before it on the 
day’s running. 

Daphne Pollard is a typical English character comedienne, with all the 
tovches that please the London audiences. She is presenting the same act as on 
her last engagement here, and each gets its quota of approval. Her travesty on 
the Immigration Bureau at Ellis Island brings plenty of opportunities for her 
low comedic powers, while “Nancy” is a characterization full of quaint fun and 
speedy movement. In her final skit, “Wanted—A Man", too much boisterousness 
and rough and tumble mar the genuine value of the number. Miss Pollard works 
very hard, puts every ounce of energy into her characterizations, and carries off the 
humorous honors of the bill without the shadow of a doubt.

Stanley Lupino, English comedian, now in The Nightingale, the musical play 
written around the story of Jenny Lind and running at Jolson’s Theater, has given 
out a press yarn, but the Cockney funster has given the story a peculiar twist. 
Stanley claims to be the proud possessor of a whisky bottle with the name and 
picture of the famous songster’ blown in the glass. That part of the anecdote is 
perfectly acceptable, but when Lupino says he is using the bottle as a receptacle 
ae dried leaves I raise my eyebrows and declare in Stanley’s native language— 
“What ho!” 


Newspaperdom has double representation along Broadway just now. Ben 
Gross, author of Where’s Your Husband?, at the Greenwich Village Theater, is af 
New York scribe, while Bide Dudley, coauthor of Bye, Bye, Bonnie, at the Ritz 
Theater, is dramatic editor of The Evening World. 


One of my inquisitive friends wants to know if I will define the difference 
between a vaudeville act and a “presentation”. Without batting an eyelash, I would 
ask tnis by way of a comeback: “Don’t some people ask the darndest questions?” 

There is no difference—strictly speaking; it’s just another little trick of 
the trade. When performers play a vaudeville theater, that’s an act and when 
the same turn plays a movie house it becomes a “presentation”. Quite simple; 
isn’t it? The new word was probably coined by the sama discoverers who provided 
the highfaluting term of vaudeville for variety. That’s as good a reason as any 
other; so, why worry over trifles like that? 


Chinese used to be away ahead of other countries in ideas and discoveries 
and the story that the Celestials in Shanghai recently put into effect a “pay- 
as-you-leave” policy in order to insure payment of a tax by theatergoers is 
certainly something new. Some of the theaters in this man’s town would not 
dare install such a custom—in the interests of peace and order. 

However, why couldn't they have a “transfer” system; get out when you've 
had enough of the play and ease your way into another theater where the enter- 
tainment is more to your liking. Sounds reasonable at first glance, but—well, 
never mind that just now. 


One of the reasons I stand four square for vaudeville is because my favorite 
diverson does’ not need threats to make it behave. You never hear of play 
juries in connection with vaudeville, nor do you hear of district attorneys holding 
a club over the heads of the two-a-day—and more—managers. As I see it, the 
vaudeville sponsors are in business for profit, but they don’t want to be mixed 
up in dirt and sex appeal for the sake of shekel cathering. 

When some folk tell me that present conditions demand that filth and 
degeneracy be given a place on the stage, I just take a quiet laugh at their 
expense. I have been attending the theater as long as any such advocates; I 
have kept my ears and eyes open for everything new in life and I know that 
the average playgoer wants his entertainment clean and wholesome. He can 
get all the vulgarity and sex appeal without the footlichts. 

That’s why I am for vaudeville. It doesn’t need any alibi or excuse. 


If you take the moss-covered advice to “laugh and grow fat” in the same 
spirit as I do, then I gained in avoirdupois the other day. It all came around 
because I read in one of the newspapers that Helen Carrington for years preferred 
the chorus to a principal role in musical shows. Helen gave as her reason that 
acting leads brought more responsibility and less freedom, which may or may 
not be just quite right, according to the viewpoint and experience. I couldn’t 
meke out her philosophy, so there was no alternative than “grow fat”. 

But Helen changed her mind—womanlike. She is now playing opposite 
Frank McIntyre in Queen High and seems resigned to the responsibility she 
formerly dodged. She has also made appearances in Make It Snappy, Plain 
Jane and Spring Fever. She was also seen with Lowell Sherman in a vaude- 
ville version of Lawful Larceny.

Miss Sothern has all the earmarks of 
a coming “name” attraction. Tho she 
wears male attire in three of her five 
vocal numbers, she is in no sense an 
impersonator of the opposite sex. She 
lends her pleasant voice to suit the 
various characterizations, but what re- 
flects most to her credit is the difficulty 
she seems to experience in casting off 
her personal charm in these bits. In 
Liebman she has a musical director who 
knows his bow strings and fills in 
capably in a violin-solo bit during one 
of the long waits between numbers. In

In straight male raiment Miss Sothern 
opens with Where D'Ya Get Those Eyes?

the theater and asks that any girl in 
the audience who has not received her 


quota make herself known. The girl 
“plant’’ answers the demand and follow- 
ing some pulling and slapstick work by 
the comic, she reaches the stage. She is 
a blonde—beautiful but dumb—and she 
acts well the role of flapper-simp thru- 


out. Funny chatter and eross-fire dialog 
are exchanced between the “nut” and 
the girl, with the straight man getting 
in a few lines at times 

For no apparent reason whatever the 
straight man carries around a saxo- 


phone, strutting and posing to no effect. 
Whatever success comes to the routine so 


far is due to the “nut” and the dumb 
beauty. She does finely in her verbal 
conflicts with the funster. The trio sings 


Red, Red, Robin, with some more rough 
and tumble hilarity between the “nut” 
and the girl, with the straight man al- 
most out of the picture. The girl of- 
fers some burlesque singing, which 
annexes many laughs, then discards the 
simp role for a presentation of the Black 
Bottom, which is done with grace and 
effect. For an encore bit the men join 
the girl in shuffling, with the straight 
getting in a few toots on the burdensome 
saxophone. 


The act needs pepping up considerably. 
The girl is a neat dancer and at times 
the “nut” comedian is inclined to over- 
do his mugging and slapstick comedy, 
but the straight man is a handicap to 
the offering. This is attributable to his 
amateurish style, his tendency to pose 
and strut and staginess. The saxophone 
in his hands is wearisome; whether or 
not he can play it is a matter of guess 
work on the part of the audience.

They rely too much on the arm-swing- 


ing and hand-waving idea of syncopa- 
tion; their singing voices do not blend 
harmoniously enough to induce more 


attention. In solo work 
each girl does much better, but the clash 
of their voices is at times pronounced. 
They open with a@ medley number that 
just gets over, due more to personality 
than vocalization.

Jan. 22.—The 
Original Williams Stock Company, under 
the management of Elmer Lazone, and 
featuring Marie Williams Lazone and 


*May Blossom Williams Allen, will close 


its final repertoire season March 12 and 
pass into history. Mr. and Mrs. Lazone 
will retire from the profession per- 
manentiy and with them will pass the 
title. 

The retirement of the Original Wil- 
liams Stock Company will mark the 
passing of one of the oldest and largest 
repertoire shows east of the Mississippi. 
The founders of the original company, 
Tom and Fanny White-Williams, came to 
this country from England in 1881 and 
two years later organized the Williams 
Concert Company. In 1890 a partnership 
was formed with Billy Lehr, Sr., and the 
Lehr-Williams Comedy Company was 
launched This partnership was ter- 
minated in 1895 and the Williams Stock 
Company was formed, which has con- 
tinued uninterrupted ever since. When 
the elder Williams retired, the title passed 
to the second daughter, Marie. 

Tom and Fannie Williams were the 
parents of 10 children, all of whom, with 
the exception of Joe, who died last year, 
are engaged in the show business. Marie, 
Ona, Johnny and Fanny Williams have 
their own shows. Katie with her husband 
form the team of Keene and Williams, 
well known in vaudeville. May Blossom 
has been with the Original Williams 
Company since childhood; Al is with the 
same show, and Ina is with her son, 
Raynor Lehr, in stock at the Broadway 
Theater, Columbus, O.

Into this scene comes a fugitive from 
English justice in the person of a doctor 
seeking relief from his remorse in hashish, 
who falls in love with the girl. Brought 
to the store by natives the Englishman 
is harassed into nervous prostration by 
the avenger, who finally presents the 
prostitute to his victim as his debauched 
dauchter, whereupon the Englishman con- 
vinces the avenger that the girl is his 
own daughter and his long-planned 
vengeance a boomerang. 

With the story as the basis for the 
presentation, the playwright interpolates 
other characters to furnish thnills aplenty 
for the patrons, who reveled in the horror 
of the many and varied situations until 
the final fall of the curtain.

There are 20 scenes programed for the 
first part and 8 for the second part, 
which necessarily cause continuous 
changes that can only be made by the 
frequent use of drapes, drops and biack- 
outs. 

The book, credited to Bobby Wilson 
and Gus Flagg, consists of familiar bts, 
with Wilson's apparent conception of new 
twists and turns that drag in the dregs 
of burlesque degeneracy. Why a comique 
of Bobby Wilson's likable personality, 
recognized talent and ability descends 
to the lowest depths of degeneracy to 
make actor-proof bits of burlesque dis- 
gusting is inexplicable. 

Among the bits were the station-house 
examination, “choked me tn the alley”, 
offensively suggestive; shooting the stars, 
a poor apology for comedy; “ace in the 
hole”, the worst acted we have ever 
seen; a dialog on diploma, by Griffin and 
Wilson, double entendre defiled; bur- 
lesquing an Oriental duel, by Wilson and 
Harrington, dregs of degeneracy. 

Jack Harrington, on his first appear- 
ance as a comedy-clothed Tad, gives one 


the impression of a thoroly seasoned 
comedian from whom good comedy should 
be expected, but in this presentation Har- 
rington, following the lead of Wilson, ap- 
parently unwillingly, becomes Wilson's 
foil in several disgustingly dirty bits of 
burlesque. 

Ed. Griffin, a manly appearing, nattily 
clothed straight man, with a stagy self- 
satisfied mannerism, garbled his delivery 
of lines until he reached the diploma 
dialog with Wilson, when he became suf- 
ficiently emphatic in his delivery of lines 
to become verbally disgusting. 

Fred Wilson, a clean cut, clear-dic- 
tioned juvenile, is out of place in this 
company, and the same is applicable to 
his dancing partner, Bebe Brennan, a 
pretty brunet, with exceptionally pleasing 
personality, and a nifty dancer. Fred 
appeared frequently in bits, but distin- 
guished himself in two specialties, with 
3ebe as a singer and dancer par ex- 
cellence. 

Pauline Russell, who without a re- 
hearsal succeeded Frankie Moore in the 
featured feminine lead, led several num- 
bers effectively, supplementing with a 
shimmy-shaking specialty and a one- 
piece bathing revelation that left nothing 
to the ‘imagination. As an emotional 
recitationist in The Ace in the Hole bit, 
Pauline was at her best. 

Dolly La Salle, a personally attractive, 
marceled-wave brunet ingenue prima 
doraa, sold her numbers solidly, supple- 
menting with a graceful dance a la 
parlor, during which she gave an ad- 
rairable flash of her slender, symmetrical 
form. 

Reggie White, a bobbed brunet, with flirty 
eyes, captivating personality and a slen- 
der, shapely form, shimmyshook her way 
to favor, and, with proper coaching, can, 
and in all probabilty will, become a 


future leader in the ranks of soubrets.

REVIEWS OF PROGRAMS

“The Music Master” 
(Fox) 


Charles Klein's memorable play, The 
Music Master, produced by David Belasco 
more than 20 years ago, has made an 
engrossing photoplay, one that Fox, and 
the director, Allan Dwan, might well be 
proud of. The scenario, capable in every 
respect, was written by the author’s son, 
Philip, who with delicate hands has man- 
aged to catch the pathos, sweetness, wist- 
fulness and sympathetic flavor exuded 
by his father’s play. The stuff of which 
The Music Master, as a film, is made 
drives straight to the heart. Occasionally 
the sob element is laid on with thicker 
leaves than was necessary but the ex- 
cess is unobtrusive. 


Continuity is even, consequential and 
in keeping with the play, which was fol- 
lowed with sincerity. A few scenes not 
in the original work have been thrown in, 
but these do not deface or injure the 
story. Pictorially, the scenes are as soft 
as the tenor of the story, and as beauti- 
ful in their simplicity. The action, cos- 
tumes, sets and customs of the day when 
the play was produced are adhered to in 
every detail.

rather than acquaint her with the scandal 
of his wife's infidelity, he is content to 
be just her music master.

The last straw, 
it seems, is the demand of the girl’s 
pseudo-father that she cease taking les- 
sons from the music master, and after the 
girl’s wedding to a rich young scion of 
a wealthy family, the music master, 
crestfallen, is about to sail for Europe, 
working his way by playing in an or- 
chestra. In the meantime, however, the 
girl’s father-in-law has investigated the 
pseudo-father, with the obvious result. 
The music master accompanies the couple 
on their honeymoon. Lois Moran and 
Neil Hamilton support Francis. 

The picture is bound to be a hit where- 
ever it plays, satisfying both old and 
young. Fox made no mistake when it 
bought at a reported steep sum the film 
rights to this old Belasco success. It 
was a good investment. 

In preparing his presentations for the 
Strand, billed as FYolics, Joseph Plunkett 
is falling more and more into the habit 
of using the same people over and over 
again. This week, the only new feature, 
aside from the specially staged ballet 
numbers and settings, is the Admirals, a 
quartet, which opens the Frolic. The act 
is not one that impresses deeply, tho it 
{s entertaining. Three numbers are of- 
fered in a novel setting, with unnatural 
water as the background.

Actors’ Fund Campaign Gets Under Way 

The campaign to raise the $1,250,000 
required by the Actors’ Fund of America 
to continue its work got down to busi- 
ness with a dinner at the Hotel Biltmore 
on January 12, at which Equity was rep- 
resented by Frank McGlynn. 


Equity Regrets Bruce Edwards’ Death 

Bruce Edwards, who for 31 years served 
the theater faithfully, most of that time 
as general manager for Charles B. Dil- 
lingham, died recently, and his death was 
deeply regretted by the association. The 
Council, upon learning of Mr, Edwards’ 
death, instructed the executive secretary 
to write to Mr. Dillingham: 

“The Council is much grieved to learn 
of the death of Bruce Edwards, and in- 
structs me to express to you its deep 
sympathy. 

“We know, of course, that subordinates 
only reflect the policy of their principal, 
and no man ever upheld the honor of his 
firm more jealously than Mr. Edwards. 

“One example of this may be quoted: 
About two or three years ago a young 
lady came in with a complaint, and we 
called up Mr. Edwards and told him that 
we had a claim against his office. His 
reply was: ‘You have no claim against 
us and never will have. What's the mat- 
ter?’ Upon being informed, he stated 
that the check had been made out and 
had been lying on his desk for five days 
and all the young lady had to do was to 
go and get it. This apparently simple 
story was characteristic of his attitude 
toward Equity. 

“He had the respect and affection of 
all with whom he came in contact, and 
we in this office shall revere his memory.” 


So “The Graphic” Thinks We Are Overpaid! 

The New York Evening Graphic has 
been running a series of articles, signed 
by “The Old Theatergoer”, under the 
caption, “Is the Stage Jazzing Down to 
Hell?”, and, along about article 11 or 12, 
the conclusion is reached that perhaps 
it is because Equity has made it so easy 
for the actor that he has become a vain, 
stupid, egotistical creature, “exalted seyond 
his proper place in the scheme of things”, 
and that we are all being paid far too 
much for whatever it is we do. 

Illustrating the 11th article was a pic- 
ture of a very brunet Frank Gillmore, ob- 
tained in some much previous incarna- 
tion, and looking like a couple of other 
fellows. Under the circumstances, the 
executive secretary wrote to the editor 
of The Graphic, saying: 

“Old Theatergoer states ‘The play’s the 
thing and not the actor, the playwright, 
the producer or the star.’ 

“If the play’s the thing, surely the 
playwright, i, e., the author, must have 


something to do with it. By what 
sorcery does he separate the play from 
its author? And, if the play’s the thing 
and nothing else matters, how is it that 
Booth, Forbes Robertson and Barrymore 
can make Hamlet very successful, while 
with some other actors it fails entirely? 
It is the same play and should draw as 
well on all occasions. 

“The rest of Old Theatergoer’s article 
is about as trustworthy as the above, or 
as the alleged photograph of the writer 
which you published.” 


$500,000 for Radio Entertainers 


The National Broadcasting Company, 
operator of WEAF, WJZ and other im- 
portant stations, and probably the largest 
single broadcaster in the country, has just 
announced that its budget for the forth- 
coming year will include an item of 
$500,000 for radio entertainers. 

This is a far cry from the time when 
broadacsters told the actors and mu- 
sicians who furnished the backbone of 
good radio programs then, as now, that 
they ought to be glad for the privilege 
of working for nothing for the publicity 
which went with their appearances. 

But $500,000, important as it looks in 
figures, is still a long way from being a 
big drain on the resources of the broad- 
easters. If the radio audience of the 
country is 20,000,000 people, as an- 
nounced, or anything within hailing dis- 
tance of that figure, it would represent a 
contribution of 2% cents a person for the 
year’s entertainment from the National 
Broadcasting Company. 


At the ordinary rate of sales of sets 
and parts, to say nothing of new inven- 
tions which make antiquated existing sets 
and force their replacement, the broad- 
casters ought to be able to spend several 
times $250,000 on the men and women 
who make patrons want to listen in, and 
still return a profit. 


Louis Lytton Suspended for Contract Jumping 
Louis Lytton has been suspended by 
the Council of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation for jumping the Edgar Jones 
show two days before his notice expired. 
The association had to make good to 
the manager, and tho Mr. Lytton had 
been appealed to for over a year to meet 
his obligation, he has failed to do so.

Equity card that you hold NOW and 
see if it is punched May 1, 1927. If 
not, make up your mind to take care of 
this at once. If you are paid to Novem- 
ber 1, 1926, you owe $6.50 to May 1, 
1927. 

The deputies of the various companies 
have done excellent work, and often this 
work has been made difficult for them 
by members who refuse to pay, ete. 
Members in New York companies should 
come to the office and pay their dues 
personally.

for a long time, feature in a nicely staged 
bailet; Allan Prior, in his second week, 
offers three songs, beautifully rendered, 
and Pauline Miller, another old Strand 
standby, sings excellently The Sweetest 
Story Ever Told, as the beginning of a 
pretentious number, Bygone Days, in 
which an old-fashioned, quaint setting of 
a parlor is used and polka and square 
dances are done. Bygone Days is by far 
one of the most interesting numbers ever 
done at the Strana. 

Plunkett is beginning to follow the 
policy of the Capitol with respect to 
permanent artists, swerving from the 
policy originally tried with such pleasing 
results at the Strand. The former, with 
consequent more new faces, was the 
better. 


Paramount 
Film: “The Potters’’ 


(Paramount) 

W. C. Fields is something like olives 
One gets very used to him and likes him 
the more he is seen, even if it is on the 
silver sheet in an occasional picture of 
questionable merit. As “Pa” Potter, in 
The Potters, which was adapted from the 


stage comedy, he is amusing by his very 
presence, little mannerisms, expressions 
and the like. The vehicle is none too 
good, altho it was a hit on the stage, and 
does not begin to compare with Fields’ 
last picture, So’s Your Old Man. 

That it is an entertaining film, how- 
ever, cannot be gainsaid. It has its 
laughs, diverting situations and a capable 
cast, from Fields down. Among those in 
his support are Mary Alden, Ivy Harris, 
Jack Egan, Richard (Skeets) Gallagher, 
Joseph Smiley and Bradley Barker. 

The vicissitudes in the life of “Pa” 
Potter, whose frau and children take un- 
due advantage of him at every turn and 
have him picked as the dumbest of the 
household, make for interesting scenes. 
The part fits Fields like a kid glove, but 
the action slows up at times, is strained, 
and often loses its comedy pep. Con- 
tinuity is capable, however, and so is the 


direction, by Fred Newmeyer,® up to a 
certain point. More, it would seem, could 
have been done with the play. 

Book the picture, however. Its com- 
parison with So’s Your Old Man does 
not mean, necessarily, that it isn’t far 
better than the average comedy from the 
movie mills. 

The customary added stage attraction 
and the usual special organ recital, of- 
fered usually as filler, are cut this week 
because of the pretentious presentation, 
Opera Verus Jazz, which consumes, on 
the average, 55 minutes’ running time. 
Jesse Crawford, the Paramount organist, 
has a part in the production, playing 
with his customary excellence a pop. 
number and Miserere from Il Trovatore. 

Opera Versus Jazz, conceived and 
staged by Frank Cambria, is of the con- 
troversial sort, with opera and jazz num- 
bers alternating, and the audience, by its 
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applause, acting as the judge. The idea 
is not new. In vaudeville it has been 
used time and again under the same title. 

In the jazz contingent there are Boyd 
Senter, saxophone and clarinet player, 
with Jack Russell at the piano, in an 
entertaining number, during which Mabel 
Hollis, blues singer, appears in a single 
and not overly impressive number; Cy 
Landry, comedy eccentric dancer, and @ 
good one, and the Foursome Quartet, 
whose voices might have been stronger, 
in a routine of popular songs. At the 
show reviewed the jazz artistes got cross 
encouragingly. 

The operatic flank included an organ 
number, and scenes from Faust and 
Rigoletto. A duet from Faust, in the 
church scene wherein Marguerita is pray- 
ing for forgiveness and Mephistopheles 
taunts her, is done by Arturo Imparato, 
basso, and Rosalind Ruby, soprano. The 
singing is favorable. The popular 
quartet number from Rigoletto ts don 
with Lenora Cori, soprano; Adelaide 1 
Loca, mezzo-soprano; Georges Dufranne, 
tenor, and Benjamin Landsman, bar! 
tone. The scene is beautifully done and 
the singing is impressive. At the show 
reviewed, this number probably received 
the biggest hand.

WONTANA’S FIRST 
LITTLE THEATER 

Montana’s first little theater, built on 
the campus of the State University of 
Missoula, has recently been completed. 
The theater, equipped in modern style, 
was formally opened and dedicated in 
November with The Bad Man, which had 
a three nights’ run. Thru the effort of 
Carl Glick, dramatic director, and thru 
the co-operative interest of the faculty 
and students of the school, work began 
on the new playhouse last summer and 
was entirely completed in December. 
The stage is 30 feet wide and 25 feet 
deep and is furnished with all the light- 
ing and stage properties necessary for 
any amateur production. Commodious 
dressing rooms, workshop and storerooms 
are directly connected with the stage. 
The theater seats 300. 

Until the construction of the new the- 
ater the courses in drama appreciation, 
comedy and play writing and play pro- 
ducing were without a satisfactory labora- 
tory. Students are now able to arrange, 
rehearse and produce their own plays en- 
tirely within the limits of their campus 

This has given a new impetus to dra- 
matics and has encouraged the amateur 
authors to write and personally produce 
their own plays, with the advantage of 
viewing their own work beyond the foot- 


lights and also the reactions of their 
audiences. Students are now writing 
and experimenting with radio plays, 


which they will broadcast over KUOM, 
the university radio station. 

That the people of Montana may be- 
come interested in the little theater 
movement a State-wide play contest will 
soon be announced in which the people 
can participate. The plays are to be of 
Montana life, and the best of them will 
be produced in the campus theater. High 
schools of the State will compete in a 
one-act play contest, to be held in con- 
nection with the annual track meet of the 
spring quarter. 


UNIVERSITY OF 
IOWA’S RECORD 

Three performances on successive evee 
nings, house sold out each night and a 
total audience of 2,500 is the record for 
the November play, Hell Bent fer 
Heaven, by Hatcher Hughes, given by 
the University Theater, University of 
Iowa. This, the university claims, is a 
typical report. The auditorium of the 
Hall of Natural Science, which serves as 
the theater, has only 800 from 
which one can see the stage (other seats 
not being sold). At best the platform of 
the auditorium is a makeshift for a real 
stage and there are no wings and no 
loft. Despite these handicaps a truly 
professional spirit prevails. Both the 
university and the city look forward to 
the University plays as _ distinguished 
events in the year’s program. Eight 
plays were scheduled for the current 
year. Of these the most ambitious is 
Hamlet, scheduled for February 15-18. 
Plays to be produced are Arthur Good- 
rich’s So This Is London, March 15-17; 
Sutton Vane’s Outward Bound, April 5-7, 
and the original long play May 3-5. 
Prof. Edward C. Mabie directs the Uni- 
versity of Iowa theater.

There is a change in the booking for 
the Russian State Circuses, Darlee-Hins- 
ler, its booking manager for the past 
six years, having vacated his post. The 
new booking director is A. Wolburg, and 
the Sowjet officials declare that all 
contracts signed by Darlee-Hinsler will 
stand good. The payment is no longer 
in American dollars, but in Sowket 
rubles, with the equivalent of two rubles 
for one dollar. 

The Mijares Brothers, well-known 
Mexican wire artistes, have just left 
Berlin for Moscow under a three-month 
contract for the Russian State Circuses. 
Baptista Schreiber, famous high-school 
rider, is also en route to Moscow to play 
these dates. The Mijares Brothers were 
engaged for the Ringling-Barnum Circus 
for the 1927 season by the late Charles 
Ringling about a year ago in this city 
when at the Wintergarten, but they 
have postponed this contract. 

The Metropole Theater is in financial 
difficulties, arising out of the nonsuc- 
cess of its two last productions. This 
house was the only Berlin revue theater 
in pre-war days and known to be a 
gold mine. It is expected that the cur- 
rent shew, The Circus Princess, which 
is a winner, will save the management 
from official bankruptcy. 

In the musical market the biggest 
sellers in 1926 were: Valencia, I Lost 
My Heart in Heidelberg, Paraguay, 
Where, August, Went Your Hair; Gern 
Hab Ich Die Frauen Gekuesst, Mit Dir. 
The last two named have become inter- 
national hits. 

Eric Wollheim, well-known London 
agent, is in town, having booked the 
current Wintergarten attraction, the 
Athos Follies, from the New Princess, 
London. 

Arrangements have been completed be- 
tween Max Reinhardt, thru his brother 
Edmund, and the Salzburg government 
to ensure a continuance of the Salzburg 
Festival Plays.

Overconfidence May Ruin Simplest Trick; 
Alertness Factor Making Magic Success 


By JASPER MASKELYNE 


Magic making involves years of ardu- 
ous training—real hard, monotonous 
labor. Unlike some other occupations, 
too, the art of it will slip away from the 
cleverest magician unless he keeps al- 
ways at the top of his form. This means 
incessant training, unremitting practice. 


It is when the magician grows over- 
confident that mishaps are likely to occur, 
altho the most careful practitioner may 
sometimes find himself in a very awk- 
ward predicament. 


I shall always remember one unfore- 
seen mishap with mixed feelings. The 
trick being performed was that well- 
known one of making a magic omelet. 
To add novelty, one of the ingredients 
popped into the omelet was a gold ring 
borrowed from a woman in the audience. 
When the omelet was cooked, it was un- 
covered to reveal a live dove, which was 
released. Upon the dove’s slender neck 
glittered the gold ring. The magic omelet 
trick was very popular. But, alas, upon 
this occasion the dove noticed that there 
was an open window. It flew toward it, 
perched for a moment on the ledge—you 
may imagine the feelings of the poor 
magician—and finally disappeared for- 
ever over the housetops, with its golden 
treasure. 


As everybody knows, it is not only the 
quickness of the hand that deceives the 
eye, but also the rapidity and humor of 
the magician’s patter which distracts at- 
tention from the operations in hand. 

One day, a well-known magician was 
about to perform a disappearing trick 
As he made his preparations he walked 
alertly about the stage—talking, talking, 
talking. Suddenly, to the amazement of 
the audience, he disappeared from view. 
This was magic, indeed. The poor fellow 
had inadvertently stepped upon an in- 
secure trap. 

Magicians find that a mild, non- 
malicious joke against some member of 


the audience is a very good way of keep- 
ing things going. But I once caught a 
Tartar. I had been producing eggs from 
the ears, nose, mouth and clothes of a 
member of the audience in full view of 
the filled theater. On this occasion my 
subject was a typical schoolboy on holi- 
day. He was watching me like a lynx, and 
I think his inability to detect how it was 
done peeved the little fellow somewhat. 
As he stood up to walk back to his place, 
I fired my last joke at him: “Ah,” I said, 
“your mother can’t get eggs without 
chickens, can she?” Quick as a flash 
came his clarion-like answer: “Oh, yes, 
she can—ever day, too!” “How is that?” 
I queried, mystified. “We keep ducks,” 
answered the young hopeful. 

I remember my father telling me of a 
very comic mishap that set the audience 
into gales of laughter. The magician 
was able to perform a levitation trick— 
that is, was about to make his assistant 
rise in the air without apparent material 
aid. Everything went well until the mo- 
ment when the actual levitation took 
place. Then, lo and behold, both magician 
and assistant soared upwards. 

Alertness, as I have said, is the prime 
factor in making magic successful. Here 
is an instance: One day I was perform- 
ing that very popular trick of making a 
magic Welsh rabbit.

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STAGE EMPLOYEES 
& PROJECTIONISTS

A ROAD CALL has been issued 
against the Park Theater, Toronto, Ont., 
following refusal of the house to put 
on an extra man in the carpentry de- 
partment to operate the curtain. The 
theater plays a combination policy and 
employs union musicians and stage em- 
ployees. Its determination to resist the 
local’s demand for the additional man on 
the stage will result in all those union 
men presently employed going on strike. 
The call is scheduled to become effective 
January 31. 


ONE OF THE OL OLDEST road calls 
on the I. A. books, that which has been 
in force against the Bijou Theater, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., since February 27, 1924, has 
finally been lifted, the management 
agreeing to employ union men. Refusal 
to organize brought about the call. 

The same reason resulted in the 
call against the Criterion and Rialto 
theaters, at Tonkawa, Okla., which, also, 
has been lifted. The latter was in the 
jurisdiction of the Ponca City local and 
has been in effect since Apri! 5, last year. 


HEARING HAS S BE EN SET on the 
appeal for a new trial for Harry“ L. 
Hoffman, Staten Island operator, now in 
Sing Sing, for Friday before the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court, New 
York. The hearing was postponed to this 
date to permit District Attorney Fach 
of New York to file supplemental brief 
for the State. The Alliance is leading 
and financing the fight for a new trial 
for its member, and already has ex- 
pended more than $5,000. 


EXPERIMENTS with the polygonal 
mirror, a new type of reflector used 
on high tensity arc lamps, which is said 
to eliminate the “nigger” or shadow spot 
imperfection in the present type of ap- 
paratus, are being conducted at the Fa- 
mous Players Long Island Studio, with 
stage mechanics evincing a deep interest 
in the progress made. The new reflector, 
an invention by Frank Benford, chief 
physicist of the Illuminating Engineering 
Laboratory of the General Electric Com- 
pany, is made of 16 separate panels re- 
flecting overlapping beams of light. All 
former reflectors have been in the form 
of a solid parabolic mirror whose curved 
surfaces, near the center, have caused a 
“dead spot’’ or shadow to be cast upon 
the scene. 


THE QUESTION of whether or not a 
member’ of two local unions of the 
Alliance—that is, one belonging to a 
stage employees’ local and to a moving 
picture machine operators or studio me- 
chanics’ local—can be suspended from 
membership in the one organization and 
still continue in good standing in the 
other, has come up for a final ruling be- 
fore the Alliance. In many cases the 
members affected have been suspended 
in one of the two organizations on ace 
count of nonpayment of dues. Under a 
new ruling, a man carrying two cards 
who permits his membership in either 
one to,become suspended because of 
failure to pay dues, his membership in 
the other organization is automatically 
canceled until he has placed himself in 
ood standing with the local that suspend- 
i him. This will hold true in all other 
ases leading to suspension of member-

Forepaugh-Sells Circus, his first job, to 
the present position, company manager of 
George White's Scandals, seventh edition, 
sent on tour by George E. Wintz A 
sketch of his career would include his ex- 
periences as concessionaire on the L. J. 
Heth Carnival, billposter on the adver- 
tising car of the Gollmar Bros.’ Circus, 
agent in advance of several hall shows, 
trainmaster on the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus; stage carpenter on many road 
companies of New York productions, 
trainmaster on the Walter L. Main Cir- 
cus with Andrew Downie, and various 
stations of employment with the Sparks 
Circus, and lastly, company manager of 
the 80-people Scandals. 


The last spectacular jump in Mr. In- 
gram’s career occurred last summer, after 
a Coast-to-Coast tour as stage carpenter 
of the sixth edition of the Scandals, when 
George E. Wintz selected him to manage 
the seventh edition company Prior to 
the inauguration of the tour of this com- 
pany, he was Mr. Wintz’s first man in 
building and whipping into shape the 
Music Box Revue and the sixth edition 
of the Scandals. 


ITH all his varied experiences Mr. 
Ingram still retains the freshness 


and ambition of youth and strict 
adherence to his early potto: “If a thing 
is worth doing, it’s worth doing well.” 
In age he is still in his early 30s. 


The lure of the circus claimed him 
early in life as a schoolboy in Green 
Bay, Wis., his home town. He made his 
exit from school one day at the lunch 
hour and went to a lumber yard, where 
he prepared to partake of his lunch on top 
of a lumber pile by the railroad tracks 
Instead of fulfilling this plan, he decided 
to hide the lunch basket under the lum- 
ber pile and catch a freight train for a 
near-by town, where the old Forepaugh- 
Sells show was exhibiting. It was an 


easy matter to get a job as pony boy with 
the show following his arrival on the 
lot, and from that day to the present 
“the lot’ has been home to him His 
heart was wedded to the white tops with 
bonds that cannot be broken. After his 
first season, however, he re-entered school, 
and for a few vears alternated between 
trouping in summer and school in winter. 


Ingram was assistant to George Brown, 
trainmaster on the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus, when the big wreck occurred near 
Gary, Ind. After the wreck he took 
charge of the train, and held this posi- 
tion until he was called to the colors. 
His army service ended in time for him 
to return to the Hagenbeck show on the 
last day of the season and load it for the 
home run. 


Later he went on the Walter L. Main 
Circus, when it was owned by Andrew 
Downie, and his record as‘trainmaster 
on this show is among the bright spots 
of his career. Still later he went on the 
Sparks Circus, which he declares is the 
“model circus of America”. 


HE lessons he learned in the circus 

world have been put to a good use 

in his theatrical work, he declares, 
and his success in the splendid handling 
of the large company without friction, and 
with a due consideration for everyone, is 
attributed to his circus training. 


He is the type of showman who knows 
there’s nothing better in the world than 
show business, and he is always glad to 
meet members of the universal family of 
show people. 


In his company, especially backstage, 
he has a large number of well-known 
figures in the circus work, and at every 
opportunity he adds to his staff the pee- 
ple who have earned their experience in 
the world of the “white tops”. 


A visit to his company is enough to 
convince even the most skeptical that 
circus methods work admirably when 
transplanted to the theater. The company, 
in the true sense of the word, resembles 
a large family, happy and contented, and 
there’s no telling what part these elements 
are playing in the spectacular success 
this company of the Scandals has been 
enjoying thruout the season.

I recently visited a theater in this 
territory where a certain group of 
students, high-school boys, seemingly had 
the upper hand on the manager of the 
house. These fellows, old enough to 
behave as young gentlemen should, car- 
ried on in such a boisterous manner 
that it was utterly impossible for any- 
one to derive any entertainment from 
the show. 

It was a Saturday night, weather con- 
ditions fine and the show of a good 
caliber, yet the house was only half 
filled. And why? Simply because the 
manager of the house was afraid to 
call the rogues to terms and make them 
behave as they should. 

I could not resist the temptation to 
ask the manager a few questions, and 
his answer was: “I depend largely upon 
these boys for my patronage and if I 
call them down I'll lose that much in the 
box office and perhaps get the principal 
of the school sore so they will be un- 
able to attend my theater. The towns- 
people wouldn’t come to a show any- 
way.” 

After some inquiries among the towns- 
people I found the reason they wouldn't 
attend his show was because they 
couldn't enjoy a lot of noise, loud talking 
and forced laughter. 

If this manager would show these boys 
that he is running his place of amuse- 
ment, it is my theory he would build up 
a patronage worth while as he has ab- 
solutely no competition. If Mr. Theater 
Manager would show his authority, per- 
haps the boys would stall off for a couple 
of weeks, but they would soon grow tired 
of their bluff and return like the prodigal 
son. Mr. Manager would be boss and 
the boys would learn a lesson which they 
would be thankful for in later life.

Circus Billposters 
Receive $5 Increase 


Scale of Pay Now $115 a Month— 
Billposters’ Union and Circus Men 
Agree on Two-Year Period 


CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—The conference of 
general agents of the leading circus or- 
ganizations with the circus committee of 
the International Alliance of Bill Posters 
and Billers of the United States and Can- 
ada was held at the Sherman Hotel, be- 
ginning Monday noon, January 17, and 
ending Wednesday afternoon. There 
were sO many differences to be adjusted 
that evening sessions were necessary. 
There was little objection to the question 
of the amount to be allowed for lodging 
and it was fixed at $2 per day instead of 
$1.50. 

The most important matter to be con- 
sidered was that of pay and the new rate 
Was set at $115 a month. This is a $5 
per month advance over the scale in ef- 
fect the last two years. The agreement 
was signed for a period of two years and 
it was on the question of the period to be 
covered that caused a deadlock, which 
required several sessions, the circus men, 
insisting on a four-year agreement. The 
agreement is now in force and members 
of the Alliance are permitted to sign 
contracts,

present: W. H. Horton, Ringling Bros. 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus and Adam 
Forepaugh-Sells Bros.’ Circus; T. W. Bal- 
lenger, Sparks’ Show; Frank R. Ballen- 
ger, Robbins Bros.’ Shows; Arthur Hop- 
per, John Robinson Circus; J. C. Dona- 
hue, Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus; J. D. 
Newman, Sells-Floto Circus; C. W. Fin- 
ney, Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Show; Gene 
Statts, Christy Bros.’ Shows, and Floyd 
King, Walter L. Main and Gentry Shows. 
Al G. Barnes’ Wild Animal Circus and the 
Harvey London Hippodrome Circus were 
rot represented, but it is said that these 
organizations will concur in the agree- 
ments and sign at once.

HOUSTON, Tex., Jan. 19.—Work has 
started at the quarters of the Christy 
Bros.’ Shows.

It occupies a plot of 50 
acres alongside of the Missouri tracks on 
the Galveston division. A long spur track, 
accommodating most of the cars, runs 
direct from the main line to the quarters.

There is a concrete 
sidewalk from the interurban station di- 
rect to quarters. This is the best way to 
reach them from Houston, as there are 
only two trains a day over the M. P. 

Since the show moved from its first 
quarters there have been erected a ward- 
robe building and cookhouse. The main 
building is a steel structure, which was 
formerly a factory, and it now houses all 
the animals, the ring stock 
elephants A portion of the building will 
2lso be used for a paint shop. On the 
second floor is the sail loft, where work

A new 
building, 45 by 180 feet, is in process of 
construction, and will be used for a ring 
barn, training quarters and later a paint 
shop. It will be steel-sheathed, two 
Stories in height. There are now about 
60 men at work. 

The past week G. W. Christy’ had 
everybody out at the old aviation field, 
where the buildings are being demolished. 
He purchased one of the largest officers’ 
quarters building and it was torn down 
and the lumber removed to the quarters 
in three days. This will be used in erect- 
ing another building, to be used as sleep- 
ing quarters for the workingmen. The 
quarters are electric lighted and the past 
week city water was piped into the big 
new standpipe. 

Actual work in breaking new acts and 
Stock in the various departments will be 
delayed for a few weeks till the new 
buildings are completed. Babies continue 
to arrive. There are now in the cages 
four baby lions, two baby leopards, a 
baby monkey and a baby zebu. Walter 
McCorkhill is the general superintendent 
at quarters. Harry P. Kutz is looking 
after the business in the city for the 
Governor; Harry Sells is in charge of the 
working force; Johnnie Hoffman, in 
charge of the animals, and “Slim" Walker 
has the bulls. Hank Ellis is looking after 
the mechanical department and Harry 
Johnson is in charge of the wood and 
repair work. Merritt Belew is here, there 
and everywhere and Joe Loyd has the 
stock. 

Mrs. Christy has entirely recovered 
from her recent illness. “Slim’ Walker 
and his bride, Dorothy Campbell, have 
taken a five-year lease on a bungalow 
and five-acre plot of ground, a stone's 
throw from quarters. They plan to farm 
on an extensive scale in another year.

A number of delegates stated on the 
floor of the convention that they had 
always been willing to co-operate with 
the State in its efforts to provide whole- 
some food and drink on the grounds and 
in keeping out objectionable features, but 
that it was a hard matter to control 
gambling because the layman, unac- 
quainted with the various types of 
gambling machinery, could not detect a 
sure-enough gambling device from an in- 
offensive merchandise wheel. The Qi- 
rector said he would aid them by having 
men on the grounds who did know 
the difference and if their police of- 
ficers would co-operate they would rid 
the fairs of the objectionable features. 

W. H. Smollinger, of Chicago. secre- 
tary of the American Trotting Associa- 
tion, spoke on Harness Racing, dwelling 
particularly on the American _ trotter, 
stating that this animal was the greatest 
of all horses in the world, that foreign 
countries have found this out and have 
sent men to this country to get the best 
they could of this breed of horses for 
breeding purposes. He said the trotter 
could do anything almost that any other 
horse can do and do it better. He paid 
a high tribute to the farming industry 
of the country, stating that the success 
of the country depended largely upon 
the success of the farmers. County and 
district fairs accomplish a great deal in 
stimulating farming and stock raising

and fair officials should take this into 
consideration in arranging their annual 
‘NXhibitions. Horse racing has always 
been a great factor in bringing out the 
crowds, for the American people’ truly 
love harness racing, the speaker said 

One trouble with fairs today, accord- 
ing to Mr. Smollinger, is that they are 
operating on a pre-war basis of low 
l es so far as their receipts are con- 
cerned and their expenses are based on 
post-war prices. 

A. W. Grunz, of Breeze, vice-president 
of the association, talked Tuesday on 
rain insurance. He stated that the fairs 
without such insurance last year were 
ndeed unfortunate and many of them 
would have a hard time to pull thru the 
year because of the losses they suffered 
because of heavy rains. 

William J. Ryan, Jr., of Danville, on 
Wednesday had for his” subject Pari- 
Mutuel, and advocated the associatlon 
getting back of a movement to get 
legislation thru at this session of the 
State law-making body that would per- 
mit wagering on horse racing by this 
method. 

Considerable discussion regarding horse 
racing and betting on horse races was 
had on the convention floor following 
Mr. Ryan's speech. 

A. D. Smith, from the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, spoke Tuesday 
afternoon on the subject, Poultry at the 
Fair. H. T. Horneman, of Danville, spoke 
Wednesday on the Dairy Cow at the Fair. 

The convention was called to order 
by Vice-President Grunz, with 43 coun- 
ties out of 70 in the association repre- 
sented. A number of other counties re- 
ported later in the day. In all about 60 
counties were represented with more than 
200 delegates. Governor Small is presi- 
dent of the association, but because of 
the fact that the Illinois legislature is 
in session he found it impossible to be 
present. 

The address of welcome to the dele- 
gates was made by Allan T. Gordon, secs 
retary of the Danville Chamber of Com- 
merce. . 

One of the busiest men during the con- 
vention was George M. McCray, secretary 
of the I. & I. Fair Association, of Dan- 
ville. It was largely thru Mr. McCray’s 
efforts last year that the convention 
voted to come to Danville, and the local 
secretary, together with other officials of 
the local fair, did everything possible 
to entertain the visitors.

Toastmaster Jahnke introduced Mayor 
John W. Smith, of Detroit, who spoke 
briefly, welcoming the delegates to the 
city. 

Governor Fred W. Green was the prin- 
cipal speaker. Declaring that he intends 
to “put Michigan as far in front as pos- 
sible with its State Fair,” the Governor 
gave his views on the management of 
fairs in general. His business partner, 
Fred A, Chapman, of Tonia, is president 
of the association. Both have been active 
in the management of the Ionia Free 
Fair. “There’s a lot I don’t know about 
cement plants,”’ said Governor Green, but 
it’s different with fairs. I know about 
them from experience.” 

In discussing the Michigan State Fair 
he referred to the view held in some 
quarters that interest in a fair cannot be 
created among the people of a large city, 
but added that he is “not ready to con- 
cede that’. “I don’t know of any better 
man to put at the head of your fair than 
Mr. Chapman,” he continued. “I’m going 
to invite some of you to sit on the board 
with him. And as we make it a suc- 
cess, it is going to create interest in your 
fair at home. 

“Tl'd rather see a greater percentage of 
State money go to the smaller fairs than 
to the fairs in the larger cities, which 
have larger opportunities,” he said, “In 
recents years the State has appropriated 
$75,000 for premiums at the State Fair 
and a like sum for the county and dis- 
trict fairs. A fair presents a fine oppor- 
tunity for service,” continued the Gover- 
nor. “At Ionia the fair gives us a rally- 
ing point, something to do something for. 
Men come there and work and won't ex- 
pect anything except satisfaction in mak- 
ing the fair a success. 

“Check up your exhibits. See how 
many people are interested in them. You 
may have the finest educational exhibit 
in the world, but if it’s not entertaining, 
it’s not going to bring people in. So 
many fairs are dead because they have 
the same things they had last year. 


“People love fairs. There isn’t a finer 
gathering place thruout the country. But 
you can’t let a fair die, you can’t sit down 
and not make it progressive and inter- 
esting to people. You’ve got to get the 
modern things, the interesting things. 

“You have a wonderful institution in 
your hands. I believe in the service you 
men are doing and I’m going to give you 
all the help I can.” 

Governor Green had nothing to say 
about his promise to put the State ,Fair 
on a free basis similar to that of the fair

President Fred A. Chapman, of Ionia, 
in his annual address, said, among other 
things: 

“For 12 years I have attended the an- 
nual Fair Secretaries’ meeting. I believe 
it is no exaggeration to say that this is 
the best attended and most enthusiastic 
crowd of fair officials gathered together 
in Michigan for many years. 

“We are here to plan for another year’s 
work—to make the 1927 fairs ‘bigger, 
better’, regardless of the success or failure 
of our last vear’s fairs. 

“Weather conditions during the fair 
months were decidedly unfavorable to a 
great many fairs in Michigan and other 
States. Those fairs having good weather 
during their entire fair week of 1926 are 
few in Michigan. 

“A successful county fair should reflect 
the agricultural and industrial interests 
of its community. Certain essentials must 
also be observed if a fair organization is 
to succeed permanently. The policies of 
a fair must appeal to the exhibitor and 
the public—attractions must be clean and 
wholesome. Judges must be of a char- 
acter to command respect for their ability 
and fairness. 

“Officers and members of a fair board 
should work together loyally, forgetting 
all personal differences afid rivalries, and 
all pull together for the one end—a suc- 
cessful fair. 

“It is important that we carry out our 
programs on scheduled time. If an event 
is advertised to occur at a certain time, it 
should take place at that time. 

“Get the habit of planning your fair 
early—do not wait until a month or two 
before fair time. It is just as easy to 
make preparations 8 or 10 months ahead 
for your fair as it is to wait a month or 
six weeks before the opening date. All 
details of advertising, billposting, premium 
ribbons, tickets, shows, attractions, races, 
premium book and many other essentials 
can be taken care of during the winter. 

“If you have a grievance against any 
show, concessionaire, free act or booking 
agent; if any person or firm has not lived 
up to their contract or agreement, you 
owe it to your fellow secretaries to give 
us this information with the ~necessary 
details. 

“A closer co-operation should exist be- 
tween the various State departments and 
the fairs. I favor an increase in the ap- 
propriation. This would enable the fair 
to give more and larger premiums, re- 
sulting in better displays of live stock 
and agriculture. 


“In closing, I want to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the officers and members 
for their splendid co-operation. T greatly 
appreciate the help of our worthy secre- 
tary, also the valuable assistance given 
by the banquet and entertainment com- 
mittees, William F. Jahnke, Clarence 
Myers, John Arendhorst.” 

In a short, pleasing address, Secretary- 
Treasurer Chester M. Howell, of Sagi- 
naw, said: 

“Your secretary begs leave to report 
that the year which has just passed has 
been the most constructive in the history 
of the fairs of Michigan, and the year 
which is opening bids fair to add another 
chapter to the record of which this State 
is proud. I believe we are looking into 
the future with heads up, and that one 
of the great factors which is going to 
make fof an added interest on the part 
of all the people of the State in their 
district and sectional fairs is the proven 
fact that the gentleman who now occupies 
the Governor’s chair at Lansing—Hon. 
Fred W. Green—is and has been for many 
years an avowed advocate of the right 
kind of fairs, 


“Tam not going to burden you with a 
lengthy report. You are here to better 
your minds and your fairs by meeting 
with your fellow secretaries. However, I 
cannot but refrain from commenting on 
the fact that year by year our annual 
meetings have been growing, and the 
tendency is to bring the entire fair board, 
not only the secretary, to these meetings. 

“We are grateful to The Billboard and 
to other publications which have interests 
mutual to ours in sending personal repre- 
sentatives to our meeting. 

“You know, of course, that the State

Highlights in Pres. Watkins’ Address 


“Never before in my long term of of- 
fice have I appeared before this body of 
fair men with as much confidence in your 
ability to develop to the highest degree 
the agricultural, industrial and social in- 
terests of this part of the Southland. 
From the fact you have given up your 
time and made long journeys to be pres- 
ent at this meeting demonstrates your 
high interest in this important work. 

“Much is expected of the Virginia As- 
sociation of Fairs. Possibly some look 
for us to do extraordi-ery things in the 
way of assisting their 1...s toward finan- 
cial success; perhaps others have ex- 
pected the impossible. There have been 
a great many calls for us to do spectacu- 
lar things to secure popular approval, but 
we have held to the view that fairs are 
not made in a day, a week or a year, but 
of many years of applying right prin- 
ciples and sticking everlastingly at it. 

“Considerable time has been devoted 
this year to preliminary work in or- 
ganizing the 5,000 members and stock- 
holders of the fairs of our State. We 
have come to the realization of this fact— 
we have not been getting our message of 
social and industrial development across. 
The fair managers attending this meet- 
ing represent more than 5,000 progressive 
citizens who have in their generosity 
made fairs possible in our State We 
want to urge you to bring your stock- 
holders and members together more fre- 
quently for heart-to-heart talks. Many 
of them do not know the urgent needs of 
your fair. More than 86,000,000 persons 


paid admissions to fairs in the United 
States during last season. Over 90 per 
cent of this multitude, the enormous 


number of 78,260,000, had the privilege 
of attending State-aid fairs,, while our

Virginia fairs, including a few others, 
located almost entirely in industrial cen- 
ters, having to depend on the entirely in- 
adequate natural receipts for our ex- 
istence, with no assistance from our State, 
registered only one-tenth of the total at- 
tendance 

“Virginia fairs are not legally recog- 
nized by our State as educational insti- 
tutions, therefore are not exempted from 
taxation. Our Federal Government ex- 
empted us from the Federal war tax on 
admissions because our fairs are educa- 
tional institutions. All States, with few 
exceptions, have ruled that agricultural 
fairs are educational institutions and are 
exempt from all taxes. Has the member- 
ship of your organization been informed 
of these facts? Let us get our message 
across, 

“Midway attraction service does not 
properly come within the scope of the 
work of State associations. Rather it is 
a problem each circuit should solve. 
However, we have constantly maintained 
a carnival bureau, which is always open 
to our members. Here is another accom- 
plishment we can justly potnt to with 
aride—no member in the history of our 
organization has been without midway 
shows. With over 25,000 fairs in the 
United States seeking midway attractions, 
and not a sufficient number of carnivals 
to supply the demand, you may readily 
grasp this situation. Without our or- 
ganized efforts, circuit formation and 
point of contact with carnival managers, 
undoubtedly a few of us each season 
would be without those attractions which 
appeal to the masses 

“I would heartily recommend that a 
bill be prepared and presented to the next 
Legislature, asking the State to recognize 
the agricultural fairs of Virginia as edu- 
cational institutions and exempt them 
from taxation, as it is a matter of fact 


that practically every agricultural fair 
that operates in Virginia is to aid and 
assist agricultural interests in better 


farming methods and better living con- 
ditions. Taken as a whole, I am of the 
opinion, after 10 years of observation, not 
only as manager of our local fair, but as 
president of the Virginia Association of 
Fairs, that our association is doing a 
wonderful amount of good in helping to 
develop the agricultural interests of Vir- 
ginia.” 

In his report, Secretary Ralston, among 
other things, said: 

“Twenty-nine fairs reported on rain ine 
surance; 15 of these carried rain in- 
surance to the total amount of $105,300, 
at a cost of $9,002.37. The total amount 
collected was only $1,587, showing a dif- 
ference of $7,415.37 in favor of the ine 
surance companies. 


“Eight insured fairs reported an es- 
timated loss on account of rain 
of $26,700; 11 non - insured fairs 
reported an estimated loss on ac- 


count of rain of $17,750; total estimated 
loss on account of rain, $47.450; 21 fairs 
reported one or more days with rain in- 
terference; 8 fairs reported fair weather. 

“We find the value of grounds and 
buildings to be $1,350,000; attendance, 
750,000; receipts from all sources, 
$500,000. 

“The total disbursements were: For 
premiums, $132,000; race purses, $50,000; 
attractions, $90,000; secretaries’ and 
managers’ salaries, $18,000; advertising, 
$28,000; operating and improvement, 
$145,000; total expenditures for all pur- 
poses was $463,000, leaving a balance 
showing profit for this year’s operation 
of $37,000. 

“Regardless of the unusual weather con- 
ditions, and added to this a slight de- 
preciation in the price of farm products, 
the season’s operation shows a smal) 
profit, while the season of 1925 showed 
a considerable loss. 

“More than 5,000 pieces of mail, con- 
sisting of advertising matter and personal 
letters, were mailed from the office. Nearly 
3,000 inquiries were received from horse- 
men, showmen and exhibitors, all asking 
for information relative to the fairs of 
our association 

“Fourteen fairs were put in touch with 
managers of midway shows, resulting in 
nearly every case in a satisfactory en- 
gagement. 

“The Information Bureau maintained 
by your association was consulted more 
than 200 times by members.” 


Closing Session 

Cc. Nelson Beck, manager of the Pied- 
mont Greater Fair, Charlottesville, Va., 
gave a short talk on Selling Your Fair to 
the County, in which he stressed the im- 
portance of co-operation. 

By unanimous vote the former board 
was reappointed for the ensuing year. 
President Watkins delivered a short ad- 
dress of thanks to his cohorts, wherein 


he stated the organization has grown 
from 12 fairs at the time he started to 
officiate to 42 fairs in 1927. He invited 
the North Carolina fairs to join issue 
with them, and recommended that Rich- 
mond be the next meeting place, which 
was favored 

Secretary C. B. Ralston in his report 
thanked members for their co-operation. 

The resignation of J. N. Montgomery, 
manager of the Norfolk Fair, was ac- 
cepted. 

The World Amusement Service Asso- 
ciation was represented by H. L. Roe, who 
recently joined the New York office. Ed- 
ward F. Carrouthers, from Chicago, and 
A. D. Alliger, representing the Thearle- 
Duffield Division in the Eastern territory, 
were on hand. 

Wirth & Hamid received an avalanche 
of business, according to the statement 
from George Hamid. Larry Boyd, the 
“star” salesman, had the highest batting 
record of his career at this meeting. The 
firm's other salesmen, E. J. Rutan and 
Anita Goldie, worked overtime.

Beauty Pageant Shows Loss 
Of $7,000 Yearly in Report 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 22.—An 
accumulated deficit of more than $45,400 
has been shown during the six years 
since the Atiantic City pageant, has been 
staged, according to the report which has 
been made public by Samuel P. Leeds, 
treasurer. An idea of the accumulation 
may be had from the fact that the total 
income of the 1926 pageant war $96,- 
020.79, while the expenditures were 
$104.978.40. It was pointed out tho that 
last year was the first the city failed to 
make an appropriation for the annual 
fall festival. 

Altho millions have been drawn to the 
seashore in the six years it has been 
given, and parades three and four miles 
long have been presented, the report 
shows this has been done at an expense 
of slightly more than $20,000 to the tax- 
payers. In the opinion of the directors 
the value in advertising for the city thru 
the beauty pageant has been many times 
more than the $20.000 annually expended. 


Will Replace Burned Buildings 


AKRON, O., Jan. 22.—Structures de- 
stroyed by fire at Riverview Park, near 
here, will be replaced, it has been an- 
nounced by Ed Francis, manager. Build- 
ings burned included a dance pavilion 
and three others, the loss being placed 
at about $100,000. Five alligators per- 
ished in the flames and several thousand 
dollars’ worth of park equipment was de- 
stroyed. Cause of the fire has not been 
determined.
